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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 
102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more 
than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3,5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
5326605 see cols. 1-6; or USP 5182133 see abstract, cols. 1-4 and examples. 

The US 5326605 reference discloses a reactive pressure sensitive adhesive 
composition which comprises at least one material selected from the group consisting of 
saturated polyester resins, acrylic rubbers, acrylic elastomers, polybutadienes and 
acrylic pressure sensitive adhesives which have cohesive force and are all non-flowable 
at normal temperature and at least one reactive (curable) compound selected from the 
group consisting of (meth)acrylic urethane monomers, oligomers thereof, other 
(meth)acrylate monomers and oligomers thereof, and a sealing tape or sheet or molding 
comprising the above reactive pressure sensitive adhesive composition applied onto a 
substrate surface or a mold surface which has been subjected or not subjected to the 
removing agent treatment. 

The acrylic pressure sensitive adhesives to be used as the material which is one of 
two essential components of the present composition may include known polymer 
composing the acrylic pressure sensitive adhesive such as acrylic type polymers, acrylic 
type copolymers, etc. Namely, the acrylic polymers may include acrylic ester type 
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polymers of butyl acrylate, 2-ethylhexyl acrylate, octyl acrylate, nonyl acrylate, and the 
acrylate type copolymers may include a copolymer of the above described acrylic esters 
and acrylic acid, itaconic acid, methyl (meth)acrylate, ethyl acrylate, acrylo nitrile, maleic 
acid, acrylamide. 

USP 5182133 discloses a sealer material comprising an ionizing radiation curable 
resin composition layer which is not flowable at normal temperature and a sealer 
composition layer; or by a method for applying the sealer material comprising pushing 
the sealer material against a portion to be sealed to adhere the sealer material 
thereon, and irradiating an ionizing radiation thereto to fix the shape of the 
ionizing radiation curable resin composition layer, and optionally heating to 
cure the sealer composition layer. 

Each of the references discloses a method for preparing a cured composite as 
claimed by applicants having both cured and uncured or non-curable moieties or layers. 
Any properties or characteristics inherent in the prior art, e.g. acid value, although 
unobserved or detected by the reference, would still anticipate the claimed invention. 
Note In re Swinehart, 169 USPQ 226. "It is elementary that the mere recitation of a 
newly discovered... property, inherently possessed by things in the prior art, does not 
cause claim drawn to those things to distinguish over the prior art". Since the 
disclosed amounts are expressed differently, i.e. weight percents, they, nevertheless, 
appear to overlap those which are claimed by applicants. In view of the 
above, there appears to be no significant difference between the reference(s) 
and that which is claimed by applicant(s). Any differences not specifically 
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mentioned appear to be conventional. Consequently, the claimed invention 
cannot be deemed as novel and accordingly is unpatentable.
